Chapter 6, National Bank Notes (continued) 

The attractive historical vignettes on the First Charter Notes included the following: $ 5,0 
obverse, Columbus Sighting Land, and Columbus introducing America represented by an Indian 
Princess to the Old World - Africa, Asia, and Europe represented by three females; reverse. 
Landing of Columbus, from the mural by John Vanderlyn. 

$10, Franklin drawing electricity from sky with kite and Leyden jar, date 1752 at left, 
and right, Liberty grasping lightening from back of soaring eagle; reverse, Desoto Dis- 
covering the Mississippi from mural by W. H. Powell showing group of natives, soldiers, 
and monks, with crucifix being erected. 

$20. obverse, Battle of Lexington, 1775, with nurse attending wounded, and right Columbia 
with flag leading procession, symbolizing Loyalty to the Union; reverse, The Baptism of 
Pocohontas, from painting by John G. Chapman. 

$50, obverse, Washington Crossing the Delaware, and Washington at Prayer; reverse. Em- 
barkation of the Pilgrims from Robert W. Weir's mural showing them kneeling to ask a 
devine blessing. 

$100, Powell's "Battle of Lake Erie," showing Commodore Perry leaving his flagship, Law- 
rence, and Columbia seated by fasces inscribed "The Union" with "Maintain it" at right; 
reverse, Trumbull's "The Signing of the Declaration of Independence." 

$500, Genius or Spirit of the American Navy, and Steamship Sirius arriving in New York, 

1838, reverse, Trumbull s The Surrender of Burgoyne." Only one speciman known of this 
denomination. 

$1000, Trumbull's "General Scott Entering Mexico City" and the Capitol building; reverse, ^ 
Washington Resigning His Commission, from Trumbull's mural. Only sample note known, al-’ 
though 21 are listed as outstanding. Only two banks are known to have issued first char- 
ter notes higher than $100 denomination. 


Our inside cover shows obverses of the $5 and $10 notes, along with reverses of the $5, 
$10, and $20 notes. The Ashuelot National Bank note has a blue tint at the right end 
similar to some fractional currency. It also has a special panel for the name of the 
town (Keene) while the Lancaster note does not. The Allison and New signature combina- 
tion on the former, and the Bruce - Gilfillan combination on the latter are both among 
the more common ones. Colby and Spinner and all those with either Allison or Gilfillan 
are also the more common combinations. The Jeffries - Spinner combination is rare on $5, 
$10, and $20 notes and the Bruce - Jordan combination occurring only on the $5 notes is 
also rare. Other combinations which appear to be scarce are Chittenden - Spinner, and 
Bruce - Wyman on the $5, $10, and $20; Rosecrans - Jordan on the $5; Rosecrans - Huston 
and Rosecrans - Nebeker on the $10; and Rosecrans*Nebeker and Tillman - Morgan on the 
$20. Allison and Wyman is the rare combination on the $50, but all $50 and $100 notes 
are rare. Smaller banks may not have issued these.

Serial numbers were added to National Bank Notes after 1875. These were usually red 
but notes with black charter numbers are known from eight banks, including the Rochester, 

N.H. , National Bank $5 with Allison and New signatures. These notes with black serial 7 
numbers are all rare. ^ „ /

Less than 80 New Hampshire banks issued National Bank Notes. About 50 of these may have 
issued First Charter Notes, including those with charter numbers to 2700. It is a real 
challenge to collect at least one note from each of the nearly 80 New Hampshire banks 
chartered by 1934. No New Hampshire banks were chartered in 1935, the last year National 
Bank Notes were printed.

Numismatic Association to promote friendship and cooperation between individuals 
and clubs of New Hampshire and surrounding areas. Directors include the presidents 
of all New Hampshire Coin clubs. Meetings held in different areas of the state 
feature educational programs, exhibits, social hour and trading. The annual meeting 
and convention held in April includes an auction and a bourse with dealers from 
Canada and the Northeast. Members admitted free to all meetings. 

The Nonagon, a bulletin issued three times a year, includes special features on 
New Hampshire numismatics including Colonial Currency, early banknotes, Civil War 
tokens, medals and wooden nickels issued for town anniversaries, etc. Contributions 
are invited. Many rare items have been pictured and discussed. 

Club meeting dates and activities are announced as available, as well as activi- 
ties of interest in surrounding areas.
